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ROSPECTUS^ 


N  the  prospectus  of  the  Fourth  Annual  Catalogue  of 
Battle  Creek  College,  we  would  state  briefly  a  few 
facts  concerning,  (i)  The  establishment  of  the 
College;  (2)  The  prospects  for  the  future;  and  (3) 
Some  grounds  upon  which  the  Institution  com- 
mends itself  to  the  public. 

The  Design  of  its  Founders. 

The  pressing  need  of  a  College  under  the  special 
control  of  S.  D.  Adventists  was  first  recognized  by  Eld.  James 
White  and  wife  several  years  before  the  establishment  of  this 
Institution.  This  need  was  manifest,  (1)  In  the  demand  for 
the  special  preparation  of  young  men  for  ministerial  and  mis- 
sionary work ;  (2)  In  the  reluctance  on  the  part  of  many  parents 
to  send  their  children  to  schools  wherein  a  constant  contact  with 
corrupt  youth  cannot  be  avoided,  and  where  there  is  a  growing 
laxity  of  morals  and  a  corresponding  increase  of  crime ;  (3)  In 
the  deep  conviction  that  at  such  a  school  much  better  mental  and 
moral  discipline  could  be  attained  in  a  given  time  than  in  most  of 
the  schools  and  colleges  in  the  land,  and  that  the  interests  of  the 
youth  could  be  more  assiduously  cared  for  than  would  be  done 
elsewhere. 

Battle  Creek  College  was  founded  with  the  design  of  provid- 
ing favorable  circumstances  for  meeting  these  demands.  It  was 
not,  however,  until  the  spring  of  1872  that  steps  were  taken  by 
Eld.  James  White  toward  the  establishment  of  this  Institution. 

How  Founded. 

Several  meetings  of  interested  citizens  were  held  in  April  of 
the  same  year,  and  steps  were  taken  toward  the  organization  of  an 
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Educational  Society  upon  a  legal  basis.  A  committee  was  ap- 
pointed, and  by  its  vigorous  action  the  sum  of  over  $54,000  was 
pledged  for  the  use  of  the  proposed  society,  a  sufficient  amount 
being  paid  to  render  the  organization  of  a  legal  society  possible. 
In  March,  1874,  the  society  was  organized  under  the  statutes  of 
the  State  of  Michigan,  with  a  full  charter  to  grant  such  literary 
honors  as  are  usually  granted  by  colleges,  and  to  give  suitable  di- 
plomas in  testimony  thereof. 

In  1874  grounds  were  purchased,  and  a  building  was  erected, 
which  in  January  of  1875  was  occupied  by  one  hundred  students. 

A.  Steady  Growth. 

During  the  five  terms  of  school  preceding  the  spring  of  1875, 
there  were  289  students  in  attendance. 

The  second  Catalogue,  published  in  the  summer  of  1876, 
showed  the  enrollment  during  the  four  preceding  terms  to  have 
been  267.     The  attendance  in  the  College  year  76-77  was  297. 

The  enrollment  during  the  past  year,  as  shown  in  this  Cata- 
logue, page  48,  is  473.  A  comparison  of  the  periods  covered  by 
these  different  enrollments  will  give  a  correct  idea  of  the  increase 
during  the  past  four  years,  which  is  approximately  represented  by 
the  series,  iT7o,  2,  3,  4$. 

The  Future  of  the  College. 

When  we  consider  the  fact  that  this  growth  in  the  past  has 
been  steady,  we  may  reasonably  conclude  that  it  will  continue 
without  interruption  in  the  future  if  the  same  or  better  induce- 
ments are  presented  to  the  student. 

There  had  been,  in  fact,  no  special  effort  made  before  1877 
to  bring  this  school  to  the  notice  of  the  public.  With  the  results 
of  past  efforts  before  us,  and  with  a  firm  conviction  that  the  minds 
of  hundreds  of  youth  in  the  land  are  turned  toward  Battle  Creek 
College  as  the  place  of  their  choice  for  the  prosecution  of  their 
studies,  we  are  fully  persuaded  that,  with  more  extended  plans  to 
meet  the  educational  wants  of  all,  and  with  redoubled  efforts  to 
bring  it  before  the  people,  the  number  now  in  attendance  can  be 
doubled  in  less  than  four  years. 
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There  has  been  no  effort  at  anything  like  the  "sensational" 
in  the  history  of  the  school,  therefore  we  have  no  fear  of  any  re- 
actionary influence  before  us ;  but  there  has  been  a  steady  effort 
from  the  first  to  meet  the  highest  wants  of  our  students. 

The  chief  anxiety  in  the  past  has  arisen  from  an  apprehension 
that  our  accommodations  in  school-rooms,  etc.,  might  prove  in- 
sufficient for  the  large  number  of  students  that  is  likely  to  crowd 
into  our  building  before  more  ample  accommodations  could  be 
provided.  But  plans  for  additional  buildings  are  already  pro- 
jected, and  this  embarrassment  will  soon  be  removed. 

Observation  of  the  wants  of  teachers,  and  their  earnest  solici- 
tations, make  it  very  evident  that  a  still  greater  effort  than  has 
yet  been  made  must  be  put  forth  for  their  special  advantage  ;  hence 
it  has  been  decided  by  the  Board  to  introduce  a  Chair  of  Didactics 
(see  page  54)  and  a  training-school  in  which  teachers  may  avail 
themselves  of  the  privilege  of  conducting  a  school  under  the  eye 
of  the  professor  in  charge  of  that  department  of  instruction.  This 
will  be  carried  into  effect  as  soon  as  additional  room  can  be  ob- 
tained for  its  accommodation. 

The  Medical  Department  in  contemplation  one  year  ago, 
as  stated  in  the  Third  Annual  Catalogue,  has  been  opened 
with  the  title,  School  of  Hygiene,  for  the  accommodation 
of  those  who  desire  to  prepare  themselves  to  become  physi- 
cians. See  page  44. 

From  the  foregoing  facts  it  is  evident  that  Battle  Creek  Col- 
lege is  an  outgrowth  of  necessity,  rather  than  a  projected  enter- 
prise whose  success  is  a  matter  of  experiment.  Its  founders  do  not 
regard  it  an  undertaking  that  requires  a  trial  of  a  few  years  to 
test  its  final  success ;  but  they  realize  that  its  nature  and  aims  are 
such  as  to  render  its  immediate  and  final  success  inevitable.  It  is 
destined  to  become  an  institution  of  power  and  very  extended  use- 
fulness in  the  land.  The  Trustees  and  all  friends  of  the  Institu- 
tion take  pleasure  in  announcing  their  determination  to  make  this 
one  of  the  first  schools  in  the  State  for  mental  as  well  as  moral 
training. 
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SPECIAL    ADVANTAGE. 

Besides  the  many  advantages  enjoyed  in  common  at  all  edu- 
cational institutions,  we  would  mention, 

The  Strong  Moral  and  Religious  Influence, 

As  among  the  most  important  and  special  excellencies  of  Battle 
Creek  College.  Many  parents  deeply  lament  the  tendencies  of 
their  children  to  divest  themselves  of  what  is  sober  and  useful,  and 
to  follow,  almost  without  restraint,  the  follies  and  foibles  of  the 
youth  at  the  present  day.  While  our  first-class  Colleges  and  Uni- 
versities are  developing  the  mind  of  the  student,  his  morality  is 
too  often  neglected,  and  he  is  left  free  to  follow  this  natural  ten- 
dency to  vice,  and  to  become  a  victim  of  all  the  evils  of  wicked 
associates.  The  times  demand  schools  all  over  the  land  in  which 
the  claims  of  morality  and  religion  upon  the  youth  shall  be  recog- 
nized, and  assigned  a  prominent  place  in  the  hearts  of  all  the 
students. 

This  was  the  leading  motive  in  the  establishment  of  this  Insti- 
tution, and  is  dearer  to  its  founders  than  any  other  consideration ; 
and  the  Trustees  pledge  you  their  honor  to  maintain  and  strengthen 
it  at  all  hazards.  To  effect  this,  no  other  interest  shall  be  re- 
garded too  great  a  sacrifice.  For  this  they  labor  and  are  ever  vig- 
ilant. They  believe  that  the  moral  element  is  the  principal  one 
in  education,  and  that  it  has  its  root  in  religion — not  in  a  secta- 
rian view,  but  in  the  great  fundamentals  of  the  Christian  religion, 
conscientiously  adhered  to,  and  rigidly  governing  our  lives. 

Protection. 

The  regulations  governing  students  of  the  College,  found  on 
page  21  of  this  Catalogue,  are  calculated,  if  faithfully  observed,  to 
close  up  the  avenues  through  which  flow  in  upon  the  students  of 
our  schools  a  flood  of  evils,  which  often  prove  wholly  ruinous  to 
the  success  of  their  school-work. 

A  personal  interest  is  taken  in  each  student,  and  a  strong 
moral  and  religious  influence  is  thrown  around  each  member  of 
the  school.  Students  are  not  left  to  themselves,  without  care, 
sympathy,  and  restraint.  Those  in  charge  feel  that  the  hearts 
and  lives  of  those  they  seek  to  educate  are  in  a  peculiar  sense  con- 
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signed  to  their  care.  They  realize  the  necessity  of  constant  vigi- 
lance over  the  characters  and  general  deportment  of  the  youth, 
when  all  manner  of  inducements  to  worse  than  idle  away  their 
time  are  forced  upon  them. 

The  Degree  of  Thoroughness 

With  which  youths  are  taught  to  perform  their  tasks,  will,  in  a 
great  measure,  determine  their  success  in  after-life.  We  all  recog- 
nize the  fact  that  a  habit  of  doing  work  well  may  become  just  as 
firmly  and  deeply  seated  in  the  character  as  the  habit  of  careless- 
ness and  superficiality.  This  is  eminently  true  of  the  student. 
With  this  fact  before  them,  the  Instructors  make  the  principles  of 
thoroughness  a  leading  feature  in  their  labors,  and  endeavor  to  in- 
culcate like  principles  in  the  characters  and  minds  of  the  students. 
True  methods  of  education  are  followed ;  and  the  student  is  not 
allowed  to  pass  with  a  merely  superficial  knowledge  of  subjects, 
but  is  required  to  master  principles,  rather  than  to  commit  to 
memory  verbal  forms.  The  officers  of  instruction  have  shown  in 
the  results  of  their  class  labors  that  "not  how  much,  but  how 
well,"  has  been  their  motto. 

Expenses 

The  entire  expense  of  meals  in  club,  with  private  room,  is 
not  far  from  #1.50  per  week.  Adding  to  this  a  liberal  allowance 
for  washing,  fuel,  lights,  and  tuition,  the  whole  expense  for  one 
year  at  Battle  Creek  College,  excepting  that  of  clothing  and 
books,  need  not  exceed  $60  or  $100.  This  expense  is  not  more 
than  one-half  that  incurred  in  many  similar  institutions  in  the 
land,  and  much  less  than  in  all  others.  For  further  particulars

College  Year. 

The  tine  included  in  what  is  termed  the  College  year  in  this 
Catalogue,  begins  at  the  opening  of  the  session  in  the  fall,  and 
closes  with  the  spring  term. 


Location. 

Battle  Creek  College  is  located  on  a  fine  eminence  in  the 
city  of  Battle  Creek,  one  of  the  most  quiet,  orderly,  and  enter- 
prising cities  of  the  Peninsular  State.  Being  at  the  junction  of 
the  Chicago  and  Lake  Huron  and  Michigan  Central  railroads, 
half-way  between  Detroit  and  Chicago,  the  city  is  easy  of  access 
from  all  parts  of  the  country. 

The  grounds  surrounding  the  College  building  are  among  the 
finest  to  be  found  in  the  vicinity  of  the  city.  At  present  they  em- 
brace only  about  seven  acres,  since  tiers  of  building  lots  have  been 
separated  from  the  west  and  south  sides  of  the  first  purchase  of 
twelve  acres,  by  new  streets.  The  building  is  located  near  the 
center  of  the  College  grounds  proper,  which  present  ample  lawns 
on  the  north,  west,  and  south,  and  in  front  great  natural  and  arti- 
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ficial  beauty  combined,  in  shade  and  ornamental  trees,  in  walks, 
shrubs  and  flowers.  Around  these  grounds  is  the  most  desirable 
pleasure  drive  in  the  city. 

Although  the  elevation  of  land  is  not  by  any  means  abrupt, 
yet  the  building  stands  so  high  above  its  surroundings  that  you 
can  hardly  drive  out  of  full  view  of  it  for  five  miles  in  any  direc- 
tion around  the  city. 

Building. 

The  College  edifice  is  a  beautiful  structure.  Though  it  is  not 
ornamented  by  stately  columns  or  elaborate  architectural  designs, 
its  simple  neatness  and  symmetry  give  to  its  exterior  a  very  at- 
tractive appearance,  while  its  interior  arrangements  are  such  as  to 
harmonize  with  the  general  character  and  purpose  of  the  struct- 
ure, which  was  built  expressly  for  the  use  for  which  it  .is  em- 
ployed. 

The  College  building  has  three  stories  besides  a  commodious 
basement.  It  is  heated  by  steam.  A  considerable  portion  of  the 
basement  is  occupied  by  the  philosophical  and  chemical  labora- 
tory and  lecture-room.  Here,  daily  lectures  are  delivered  on  the 
subjects  of  Philosophy,  Chemistry,  and  Physiology,  during  the 
terms  when  these  sciences  are  taught.  The  first  and  second 
s.ories  are  each  divided  into  two  spacious  rooms,  in  which  students 
are  seated  during  school  hours.  The  third  story  constitutes  a 
fine,  large  lecture  hall.  Here  the  students  assemble  each  morn- 
ing for  chapel  exercises.  Occasional  lectures  are  delivered  in  the 
evening  on  various  subjects,  as  morals,  health,  etc.  The  hall  is 
also  employed  for  public  exhibitions  by  the  aid  of  the  magic  lan- 
tern, for  scientific  experiments,  and  similar  purposes. 

From  the  observatory,  a  most  delightful  view  of  many  miles 
of  the  surrounding  country  may  be  obtained.  Wooded  hillsides, 
winding  rivers,  fertile  fields,  and  beautiful  little  lakes,  together 
with  the  shaded  streets  and  pleasant  cottages  of  the  city,  in  the 
aoiirbs  of  which  the  College  is  located,  combine  to  make  a  varied 
ind  very  inviting  prospect. 

Who  Admitted. 

The  doors  of  this  Institution  are  open  to  all  worthy  persons 
kvho  choose  to   observe    the  rules  deemed  indispensable  to  good 
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order  and  proper  discipline.     We  welcome  such  to  all  the  privi- 
leges of  this  College. 

Though  founded  by  Seventh-day  Adventists,  yet  there  is 
nothing  in  its  course  of  study  or  regulations  that  is  in  the  least 
sectarian.  The  Biblical  Lectures  are  before  a  class  of  such  only 
as  attend  them  from  choice.  As  regards  age,  our  students  have 
ranged  from  7  to  45.  Many  middle-aged  persons  who  have  neg- 
lected their  education  in  early  youth  come  here  to  retrieve  the 
past ;  and  this  they  do  without  suffering  embarrassment,  inasmuch 
as  they  always  find  those  of  like  ill  fortune  in  the  same  classes  to 
labor  by  their  side.  In  some  cases,  parents  are  in  the  same  classes 
with  their  children. 

May  Students  follow  their  oivn  Choice 
of  Studies? 

The  question,  "  May  I  study  just  such  branches  as  I  desire?  " 
is  frequently  asked  by  those  requesting  information  by  letter. 
We  reply,  Yes,  as  far  as  your  choice,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Faculty,  is  in  keeping  with  your  own  interests.  Though  we  urge 
students  to  complete,  if  at  all  consistent,  a  full  course  of  study, 
yet  they  are  not  required  to  follow  any  fixed  order  of  branches  that 
may  be  presented  here  or  elsewhere.  The  Faculty,  having  in  view 
the  highest  interest  of  the  student,  desire  that  he  shall  make 
the  most  of  his  time  and  money  in  practical  self-improvement 
without  regard  to  any  published  course  of  study.  Since  the 
success  of  the  College  is  identical  with  that  of  its  students,  and 
since  the  success  of  the  student  is  dependent  upon  the  degree  of 
thoroughness  with  which  he  is  enabled  to  perform  his  school-work, 
and  as  long  as  his  thoroughness  is  dependent  upon  his  classification, 
it  is  manifestly  inconsistent  for  the  Faculty  to  allow  students  to 
pursue  a  course  illy  adapted  to  their  necessities  and  abilities.  The 
reputation  of  the  school  depends  largely  upon  the  classification 
of  its  students. 

The  Students9  Contract. 

It  is  distinctly  understood  that  every  person  who  presents 
himself  as  a  candidate  for  admission  to  Battle  Creek  College, 
thereby  pledges  himself  to  observe  all  the  regulations  designed 
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for  the  students  of  the  College.  If  this  pledge  be  broken,  it  is 
as  distinctly  understood  that  such  student  by  his  violation  forfeits 
his  membership  in  the  College;  and  if  longer  retained,  it  is  only 
through  the  sufferance  of  the  Board  and  Faculty. 

Dormitories. 

Battle  Creek  College  has  no  general  lodging  house  for 
students;  they  are  provided  with  rooms  for  lodging  and  study  in 
the  private  houses  of  the  citizens.  We  think  this  far  superior,  as 
affecting  the  interests  of  the  student,  to  the   dormitory   system. 

Students9  Mail, 

This  is  brought  by  a  mail-carrier  to  the  College  building 
twice  each  school-day,  and  all  letters  from  the  students  are  taken 
to  the  post-office  twice  a  day. 

Correspondents  with  students  should  not  fail  to  write  the 
word  "  College''  on  the  face  of  the  envelope,  as  this  will  insure 
its  being  brought  to  the  building  and  delivered  to  the  proper 
party. 

Library. 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  voted  an  appropriation 
of  $2,000,  to  be  expended  for  books  to  start  a  College  Library. 
But  little  of  this  amount  has  been  actually  expended  for  this 
purpose,  and.  as  a  consequence,  the  library  has  but  a  small  be- 
ginning. Let  this  important  enterprise  be  liberally  supported 
by  the  friends  and  patrons  of  the  College  in  donations  of  money 
and  valuable  books.  Without  a  library,  a  school,  however  good 
in  other  respects,  is  sadly  deficient. 

Time  of  Entering. 

We  say  to  all  who  are  anticipating  attending  here  sometime, 
Come  as  soon  as  you  possibly  can.  If  you  cannot  come  at  the 
first  of  the  term,  do  not  wait  until  the  next  term  opens,  but  come 
as  soon  as  you  can  get  ready.  It  is  true  that  the  best  time  to  en- 
ter is  at  the  opening  of  the  term,  and,  for  many,  the  beginning 
of  the  fall  term  is  better  than  any  other ;  yet  the  loss  incurred  by 
waiting  is  far  greater  than  any  disadvantage  arising  from  enter- 
ing in  the  midst  of  the  term.     The  classes  formed  at  the  begin- 
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ning,  continue  without  interruption  to  the  close  of  the  College 
year.  So  that  the  longer  you  stay  away,  the  farther  ahead  will 
your  classes  be  when  you  come. 

Instrumental  Music. 

Good  advantages  are  furnished  those  who  desire  to  take  les- 
sons upon  the  piano  or  organ. 

The  lady  in  charge  of  this  branch  of  instruction  received  her 
education  at  the  Conservatory  of  Music  in  Chicago.  The  terms 
are  as  follows : — 

For  Piano,  for  term  of  24  lessons  (instrument  fur- 
nished for  practice  at  usual  rates), $12  00 

For  Organ  (instrument  furnished  as  above) 12  00 


EXPENSES. 

The  following  is  a  liberal  estimate  of  the  annual  expenses  in- 
curred by  a  student  at  Battle  Creek  College,  when  rooming  with 
another,  sharing  the  expenses  of  room  rent,  fuel,  and  lights,  and 
boarding  in  a  club.  Clothes,  books,  and  traveling  expenses  not 
included : —

This  statement  might  be  changed  in  several  particulars  to 
show  how  the  expenses  of  a  large  class  of  our  students  fall  much 
below  that  exhibited  above. 

For  example,  many  ladies  do  their  own  washing;  many 
rooms,  quite  comfortably  furnished,  rent  for  40  cents ;  fuel,  too, 
might  be  made  to  fall  below  the  allowance,  at  least  $1 ;  and  sta- 
tionery, $2.50, — so  that  this  would  leave  but  $85.30. 

There  may  be  a  still  further  saving  of  expense,  perhaps  35 
cents  per  week,  by  self-boarding.  We  can  safely  estimate  the  en- 
tire expense  of  good  board,  etc.,  etc.,  for  such  as  board  them- 
selves, at  $60  to  $70  per  annum. 
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Rooms  that  rent  for  80  cents  or  $1.00  per  week  (40  or  50 
cents  for  each  when  two  occupy)  are  usually  furnished  with  the 
following  articles  of  furniture :  Bed  complete,  stove,  carpet, 
table,  chairs,  wash-stand,  bowl,  pitcher,  towels,  mirror,  and  wood- 
box.  Unfurnished  rooms  may  be  rented  by  those  who  desire  to 
furnish  them  -  themselves,  at  much  lower  rates  than  furnished 
rooms.  They  are  considered  worth  about  one-half  as  much  as 
when  furnished  with  the  articles  given  above. 

Club -Boar  ding. 

The  club-boarding  system  has  proved  itself  a  success,  well 
suited  to  the  necessities  of  those  who  must  bring  their  expenses  to 
the  lowest  possible  figure.  There  are  at  present  two  large  clubs ; 
one  under  the  management  of  the  Sanitarium,  the  other  controlled 
by  a  private  party.  Each  club  has  from  60  to  70  members.  The 
system  of  working  is  as  follows  : — 

One  of  their  number  is  chosen  as  steward,  to  whom  the  price 
of  the  board  per  week  is  paid  in  advance.  With  part  of  the 
money,  he  makes  the  purchase  of  raw  material  for  the  food  ;  the 
rest  is  paid  to  the  one  who  has  charge  of  the  cooking.  A  mem- 
ber of  the  club  need  have  no  care  in  regard  to  it  except  to  pay 
his  board-bills  in  advance. 

The  students,  by  common  consent,  adopt  the  two-meal  sys- 
tem ;  therefore,  but  two  meals  (breakfast  and  dinner)  are  fur- 
nished at  the  club.  After  their  meals  the  students  return  to  their 
rooms,  which  are  situated  conveniently  near  the  College.  From 
one  to  four  students  occupy  a  room,  according  to  its  size  and  as 
the  parties  may  agree. 

Self- Boar  ding. 

Though  this  system  is  not  so  economical  in  point  of  time  as 
the  club  system,  yet  it  is  more  economical  in  other  respects. 
Many  desire  to  do  their  own  cooking  for  the  exercise  it  affords, 
as  well  as  for  the  practice  in  the  art  of  cookery.  Such  will  find 
ample  accommodations  and  encouragement  here  for  self-boarding. 
Those  coming  from  a  distance,  to  remain  some  time,  and  desiring 
to  board  themselves,  will  do  well  to  bring  with  them  the  less 
bulky  and  burdensome  articles  of  furniture.  The  more  weighty 
articles  can  be  readily  obtained  here  at  little  expense. 
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Board  in  Private  Families, 

This  is  obtained  at  $2.50  per  week;  washing,  fuel,  and  lights, 
extra ;  fuel  and  lights  not  extra  when  shared  in  common  with  the 
family.  This  system  has  its  advantages  over  the  first  two  men- 
tioned, especially  for  those  quite  young.  Those  at  this  age,  more 
especially,  need  to  be  surrounded  by  all  the  influences  of  a  pri- 
vate family  circle.  A  parental  care  should  be  over  them  continu- 
ally, and  their  manners  should  be  assiduously  cultivated.

Those  who  select  any  of  these  branches  from  the  2d  years  of 
the  same  Courses,  the  ist  year  of  Algebra  and  U.  S.  History  in- 
cluded, will  be  charged  for  each,  per  term  of  twelve  weeks,  $2.30. 

Those  selecting  Higher  Algebra,  Physiology,  Chemistry,  Nat- 
ural Philosophy,  Botany,  Rhetoric,  English  Literature,  Book- 
keeping, Biblical  Lectures,  Geometry,  Geology,  Astronomy,  or 
Ancient  or  Modern  History,  will  be  charged  for  each,  per  term 
of  twelve  weeks, $2.50. 

For  Ancient  or  Modern  Languages,  each,  per  term  of  twelve 
weeks, $3-oo. 

A  reduction  of  one-fifth  will  be  made  from  these  rates  to  all 
who  pursue  any  three  of  the  branches  referred  to  above. 

No  charge  will  be  made  for  Reading,  Penmanship,  Drawing, 
Spelling,  or  Vocal  Music,  when  any  of  them  are  taken  in  addition 
to  three  regular  studies. 

Please  compare  the  above  rates  of  tuition  with  the  cost  of 
scholarships,  given  below,  and  notice  that  tuition  in  some  of  the 
Courses  will  be  reduced  more  than  one-half  by  the  purchase  of  a 
scholarship. 

Educational  Relief  Fund. 

A  fund  has  been  raised  by  benevolent  friends  of  the  College 
for  the  aid  of  worthy  young  men  and  women,  in  indigent  circum- 
stances, who  wish  to  prepare  for  the  ministry.  The  worthiness  of 
such  to  receive  aid  from  this  fund  will  be  determined  by  the  Con- 
ference of  the  State  in  which  they  reside. 

Sch  o  I  ar  ships* 

To  encourage  students  to  continue  their  studies,  tuition  for 
the  completion  of  any  of  the  Courses  here  prescribed  is  charged 
at  the  following  rates  : — 

Classical  Course,   four  years $45  00 

English  Course,  three  years 30  00 

Special  Course,   three   years 30  00 

Teachers'  Course,  four  years 40  00 

Minim  Course,  three  years 25  00 

Preparatory  Courses,  two  years  (each) 20  00 
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Students  purchasing  scholarships  will  be  entitled  to  pursue 
only  such  studies  as  are  specified  in  the  Course  designated  in  the 
scholarship.  And  they  must  not  vary  from  the  order  of  the 
branches,  except  by  special  permission  from  the  Faculty.  With 
the  consent  of  the  Faculty,  a  student  may  omit  a  study  in  his 
Course,  and  another  may  be  taken  as  a  substitute  from  some  other 
Course. 

Hygienic  Principles. 

This  Institution  offers  special  inducements  to  those  who  are 
interested  in  hygiene,  since  it  is  conducted  upon  hygienic  princi- 
ples. All  of  its  Professors  and  Instructors  are  hygienists,  and  they 
take  special  pains  to  impart  instruction  in  this  branch  in  connec- 
tion with  the  ordinary  courses  of  study.  Students  can  obtain  hy- 
gienic board,  either  at  the  Sanitarium  or  in  private  families,  at 
$2.50  per  week.  Club  board  is  strictly  hygienic,  and  materially 
reduces  the  expenses  from  private  boarding. 

Committee  for  Locating  Students. 

A  Committee  has  been  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
consisting  of  three  of  their  number,  to  aid  students  in  finding 
comfortable  quarters  and  places  to  board.  This  Committee  have 
at  heart  the  personal  interest  of  the  students,  and  endeavor  to 
adapt  the  accommodations  to  their  peculiar  necessities  and  con- 
venience. The  student,  being  unacquainted,  is  not  so  well  pre- 
pared to  judge  of  the  fitness  of  the  many  places  offered  for  rent 
or  boarding,  and  may  be  led  to  pay  more  for  these  necessities 
than  is  proper,  and  will  also  be  liable  to  locate  himself  where  he 
will  be  subjected  to  improper  associations.  All  students  will  find 
it  to  their  advantage  to  consult  a  member  of  the  Committee  be- 
fore making  their  selection  of  rooms  and  boarding-places. 

Sale  of  Books. 

For  the  accommodation  of  students,  second-hand  books,  that 
can  be  used  in  the  College,  also  anything  that  a  student  may 
need  in  the  line  of  new  books  and  stationery,  will  be  kept  for 
sale  at  the  College  building  at  the  lowest  prices. 
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Faying  their  Way. 

Many  young  men  write  for  information  in  regard  to  the 
probabilities  of  paying  their  way  at  the  College  by  labor  during 
school  terms.  There  have  been  so  many  applications  of  this  kind 
that  the  few  opportunities  offered  here  for  students  to  pay  their 
way  as  they  go  cannot  half  meet  the  demand.  We  would  sug- 
gest here  that  students  must  not  calculate  much  upon  paying  their 
way  by  laboring  during  the  term. 

Modern  Languages. 

A  rare  opportunity  is  furnished  those  who  wish  to  pursue  the 
modern  languages  successfully.  The  instructors  in  the  French, 
German,  Swedish,  and  Danish,  are  native  born  and  educated 
teachers.  It  is  seldom  that  we  find  in  this  country  the  educa- 
tional qualifications  and  teaching  skill  combined  in  one  indi- 
vidual. To  acquire  a  good  pronunciation  and  knowledge  of  these 
languages,  no  better  advantages  are  afforded  in  any  of  our  schools. 

Degrees  and  Diplomas. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  is  conferred  upon  the  gradu- 
ates in  the  Classical  Course,  and  that  of  Bachelor  of  Science  upon 
the  graduates  in  the  English  Course. 

Diplomas  will  be  granted  those  who  successfully  complete  the 
Teachers'  or  the  Special  Course.  All  diplomas  will  be  signed  by 
the  Trustees  and  Instructors. 

Standing  in  Studies. 

The  recitation  of  each  student,  in  every  study,  is  carefully 
noted,  and  the  average  is  recorded  for  permanent  reference. 

The  degree  of  proficiency  in  any  study  is  denoted  by  the 
numbers  from  o  to  ioo.  The  results  of  the  examinations  are  rig- 
idly noted  and  marked  according  to  the  above  standard.  These 
results  are  also  recorded  in  the  College  Record  for  permanent 
reference. 

Examinations. 

Previous  to  admission  to  any  department  of  the  Institution, 
all  applicants  are  examined  in  the  studies  which  they  have  pre- 
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viously  pursued.  The  result  of  this  examination  will  determine 
the  particular  class  to  which  the  student  shall  be  assigned  in  the 
proper  department.  This  examination  of  candidates  for  first  ad- 
mission will  be  held  on  the  Tuesday  just  prior  to  the  opening  of 
each  term.  Additional  examinations  will  be  held  at  such  inter- 
vals during  the  year  as  are  deemed  proper  by  the  Faculty.  This 
will  enable  both  instructor  and  student  to  judge  more  correctly  of 
the  student's  attainments  and  progress  in  the  studies  pursued.

During  the  past  year  a  number  of  interesting  specimens  have 
been  added  to  the  Museum.  Among  the  most  prominent  of  these 
contributions  is  that  sent  by  Dr.  J.  S.  Hoyt,  of  Orleans,  Neb. 
This  contains  i  buffalo's  head,  i  elk's  head  with  large  antlers,  i 
pelican,  i  owl,  and  a  few  smaller  specimens,  all  beautifully 
mounted. 

Andrew  Keefer,  of  Hillsdale,  Michigan,  also  donated  a  large 
variety  of  small  sea  animals,  consisting  of  a  horse-shoe  crab, 
turtles,  etc.,  etc.,  together  with  serpents  and  a  few  quadrupeds. 
All  who  have  so  kindly  contributed  specimens  for  this  little  enter- 
prise are  gratefully  remembered  by  the  students  and  the  visiting 
public.  The  museum  is  specially  indebted  to  those  named  above, 
because  of  the  assurance  from  both  that  this  is  but  a  beginning, 
and  the  best  is  yet  to  come. 

We  would  enroll  among  the  museum'  s/ast  friends  those  who  do 
not  stop  with  liberal  and  repeated  donations  of  the  past,  but  whose 
interest  in  the  enterprise  manifests  itself  by  projecting  plans  for 
the  future.  The  want  that  is  most  felt,  to  render  its  little  col- 
lection harmonious,  is  a  greater  variety  of  birds  and  animals. 
The  museum  must  keep  pace  with  the  growing  interests  of  the 
College. 

We  look  to  the  many  friends  of  this  Institution  for  an  earnest 
and  united  effort  to  build  up  in  Battle  Creek  College  a  museum 
that  may  not  be  surpassed  by  any  museum  in  the  State.      The 
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College  grounds  and  building  are  attractive  and  beautiful,  and  our 
school  should  be  made  as  interesting  and  inviting  in  every  respect. 

We  would  especially  solicit  our  traveling  friends  to  make  ear- 
nest and  united  efforts  to  add  to  the  museum.  Mounted  specimens 
of  birds  and  mammals  are  most  desirable. 

Let  every  specimen  come  well  labeled,  and  accompanied  by  a 
brief  sketch.  Printed  instructions  with  regard  to  the  preparation 
of  skins  can  be  obtained  by  addressing  Battle  Creek  College.

Governing  all   Students   of   Battle  Creek   College  during  the  entire 
College   Year. 


SECTION   I. 


i.  Students  entering  the  city  for  the  purpose  of  attending  the 
College  are  required  to  present  themselves  immediately  to  a  mem- 
ber of  the  "  Committee  for  Locating  Students."  * 

2.  No  student  is  allowed  to  withdraw  from  a  class  or  discon- 
tinue a  study  during  the  year,  except  by  permission  of  the  Faculty. 

3.  The  Trustees  expect  punctual  attendance  on  the  part  of 
the  students.  In  case  of  absence  or  tardiness,  teachers  shall  re- 
quire students  to  render  an  excuse  before  resuming  their  studies. 
The  only  valid  or  satisfactory  excuse  for  tardiness  or  absence  shall 
be  sickness,  or  some  urgent  cause  rendering  punctuality  impossible 
or  extremely  inconvenient.  When  the  number  of  unexcused  de- 
linquencies amounts  to  five,  the  case  will  be  referred  to  the  Fac- 
ulty for  consideration,  and  notice  thereof  be  sent  to  the  parents 
or  guardian. 

4.  Students  will  not  be  considered  members  of  the  school 
unless  tuition  for  full  term  be  paid  in  advance,  or  such  security  be 
given  for  the  payment  of  dues  as  the  Treasurer  may  demand. 

5.  Students  obliged  to  leave  school  before  the  term  closes, 
must  present  to  the  Faculty,  before  leaving,  a  written  request  from

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their  parents  or  guardians,  stating  the  reasons  for  their  withdrawal. 

6.  Students  must  not  go  to  the  Office  of  the  Review  and 
Herald  except  to  transact  business,  and  they  should  withdraw  as 
soon  as  that  business  is  finished. 

7.  They  are  also  prohibited  from  engaging  in  sports  upon  the 
grounds  belonging  to  the  Sanitarium. 

8.  Students  shall  room  only  at  such  places,  and  under  such 
regulations,  as  are  approved  by  the  Committee. 

9.  No  student  shall  change  his  place  of  rooming  or  boarding 
without  the  consent  of  the  Committee. 

10.  Whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Faculty,  a  student's 
attendance  is  no  longer  profitable  to  himself,  or  is  detrimental  to 
the  school,  he  may  be  suspended  or  expelled. 

11.  All  students  must  yield  prompt  and  cheerful  obedience 
to  the  requirements  of  any  teacher,  observe  quiet  and  orderly  de- 
portment, and  faithfully  study  the  lessons  assigned  them. 

SECTION  11. 
For  Deportment  on  the  Grounds, 

1.  Students  are  required  to  be  orderly  and  respectful  to  one 
another ;  to  refrain  from  all  rough  and  boisterous  play ;  to  avoid 
all  indecent,  profane,  or  unbecoming  language,  either  in  writing 
or  speaking. 

2.  Sports  upon  the  play-grounds  at  any  other  time  than  at 
intermissions  are  allowed  only  by  special  permission. 

3.  Students  shall  not  engage  in  play  upon  the  school  prem- 
ises except  within  the  limits  of  the  play-grounds. 

4.  Injuries  done  to  any  tree,  plant,  or  structure  on  the  premi- 
ses, by  any  of  the  students,  either  carelessly  or  maliciously,  will  be 
estimated  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  who  will  require  the  offender 
to  pay  such  sum  as  will  repair  all  damage. 

SECTION    III. 

For  Deportme7it  in  the  Building. 

1.  Students  are  requested  not  to  congregate  in  the  halls  or 
study-rooms  during  intermission. 

2.  In  passing  to  and  from  recitation,  any  communication  or 
unnecessary  delay  is  particularly  forbidden. 
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3.  Students  are  required  to  abstain  from  communicating  with 
one  another  by  talking,  whispering,  writing,  nudging,  or  other 
annoying  gestures,  in  the  building  during  school  session ;  and  they 
shall  not  speak  above  an  undertone  in  the  building  during  inter- 
mission. 

'  4.  Play,  loud  talking,  or  whistling  in  the  building  at  any 
time,  will  be  treated  as  a  breach  of  good  order. 

5.  Students  must  not  run  up  and  down  stairs  or  through  the 
halls,  nor  break  ranks  when  moving  in  bodies  to  and  from  recita- 
tion. 

6.  Students  will  avoid  throwing  any  waste  paper  or  other 
material  upon  the  floor. 

SECTION   IV. 

For  Deportment  Outside  of  School  Hours, 

Those  who  room  or  board  students  will  be  expected  to  see 
that  the  following  rules  are  enforced : — 

1.  Students  must  be  orderly  in  their  rooms,  and  respectful  to 
those  in  whose  houses  they  room  or  board. 

2.  Students  must  avoid  all  indecent,  profane,  or  unbecoming 
language,  either  in  writing  or  speaking.  The  use  of  tobacco  or 
alcoholic  drinks  is  strictly  prohibited  ;  and  no  applicant  who  uses 
either  will  be  admitted  to  the  school. 

3.  Students  must  not  be  idling  upon  the  streets  after  dark, 
nor  go  down  to  the  business  part  of  the  city  except  upon  neces- 
sary business. 

4.  Students  will  be  required  to  be  in  their  rooms  at,  and 
after,  half-past  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening,  except  when  detained 
until  a  later  hour  by  religious  meetings  of  the  Church  or  College, 
or  lectures  or  lyceum  at  College  building.  Those  whose  business 
arrangements  or  circumstances  make  the  observance  of  this  rule 
impracticable,  will  be  excused  upon  a  written  application  to  the 
Faculty. 

5.  Students  must  refrain  from  flirtation,  courtship,  and  all 
appearances  of  the  same,  during  the  college  year.  They  shall  not 
go  to  the  rooms  of  the  opposite  sex  to  visit,  except  by  permission 
of  the  Faculty.  Gentlemen  must  not  escort  the  ladies  upon  the 
street,  or  to  or  from  public  gatherings. 
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6.  In  cases  of  absence  or  tardiness,  teachers  may  require 
students  to  present  a  written  excuse  from  parents,  or  those  in  whose 
houses  they  room,  that  will  show  such  irregularity  to  have  been 
unavoidable. 

7.  Students  must  not  leave  the  city  without  permission  from 
a  member  of  the  Faculty. 

8.  Students  sent  to  the  school  by  observers  of  the  sev- 
enth day,  must  not  be  strolling  about  in  the  city  or  country  on 
that  day,  but  must  keep  the  Sabbath  and  attend  public  worship. 

These  rules  will  govern  minors  during  the  summer  vacation 
also,  if  they  remain  here  and  are  not  under  the  immediate  control 
of  their  parents. 

Note  to  Pare?its  and  Guardians. 

Trustees  and  Instructors  who  have  assumed  the  responsibility 
of  educating  the  minds  and  cultivating  the  morals  of  your  sons 
and  daughters  intrusted  to  their  watchcare,  realize  how  necessary 
it  is  that  complete  harmony  exist  between  them  and  you,  that  the 
success  of  their  efforts  may  be  insured. 

Some,  even  of  our  friends,  who  have  children  here,  may  re- 
gard the  foregoing  "  Rules  and  Regulations  "  as  entirely  too  rigid. 
Certainly  the  influence  of  such  persons  will  be  pernicious  upon 
their  children,  and  will  embarrass  us  and  lessen  our  power  to  do 
them  good. 

We  beg  you  to  have  patience  with  our  methods,  and  give  them 
time  to  work  out  their  legitimate  results.  The  Trustees  entreat 
you  to  co-operate  cheerfully  with  them  in  enforcing  these  rules. 

The  withdrawal  of  students  near  the  close  of  the  term,  and 
especially  near  the  close  of  the  College  year,  has  been  a  source  of 
great  annoyance  and  some  discouragement  in  past  years.  We  find 
it  necessary  to  adopt  decided  measures  to  prevent  its  frequent  oc- 
currence, since  it  is  a  great  injury  to  both  students  and  school. 
The  Faculty  is  firmly  resolved  to  refuse  all  such  applications  ex- 
cept upon  the  most  urgent  request  of  parents  or  guardians.  See 
Rule  5,  Sec.  I. 

To   Those  who  Rent  Rooms  to  Students. 

A  careful  discrimination  in  adapting  students  to  each  other  in 
the  choice  of  their  room-mates,  is  an  important  consideration  in 
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guarding  their  morals  and  securing  their  success  in  their  studies. 
Whenever  it  is  found  that  room-mates  are  suffering  injury  from 
their  influence  upon  each  other,  or  other  causes,  their  cases  should 
receive  immediate  attention  from  you.  A  better  opportunity  is 
given  to  you  than  to  any  others,  of  carefully  noting  and  correct- 
ing any  irregularities  or  bad  practices  into  which  those  under 
your  immediate  care  may  have  fallen. 

Hence,  the  responsibility  resting  upon  you  here  is  hardly  sec- 
ond to  that  of  any  others.  Your  faithfulness  in  discharging  this 
duty  will  determine  the  degree  of  confidence  of  which  you  are 
worthy,  and  will  influence  the  Committee  in  intrusting  students  to 
your  care.  Inasmuch  as  the  Committee  for  locating  students  bear 
the  responsibility,  they  must  insist  that  every  case  receive  careful 
attention  from  you.  No  room  should  be  rented  to  students  with- 
out the  consent  of  this  Committee.  Let  all  those  who  share  the 
responsibility  of  this  sacred  trust  act  in  perfect  harmony  with  the 
Trustees,

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The  Biblical  Department  is  conducted  by  Prof.  U.  Smith, 
editor  of  The  Review  and  Herald,  and  author  of  Thoughts  on 
Daniel,  Thoughts  on  the  Revelation,  and  other  works  on  Scripture 
subjects.  The  course  of  instruction  commences  with  the  fall 
term,  and  extends  to  the  close  of  the  winter  term.  Instruction 
is  imparted  by  means  of  daily  lectures  upon  the  most  important 
doctrines  of  the  Bible,  the  true  system  of  interpretation,  the  laws 
of  figurative  language,  the  fulfillment  of  prophecy  as  thus  far  de- 
veloped in  the  history  of  the  world,  and  other  themes  more  fully 
stated  below.  Students  take  notes  of  each  lecture  as  a  basis  of 
study  for  the  next  lesson,  the  first  half  hour  of  which  is  spent  in 
examining  the  class  upon  the  preceding  lecture. 

The  field  of  investigation  embraced  in  this  Department  may 
be  described  in  the  following  general  terms : — 

The  Prophecies;  embracing  an  Exposition  of  the  Prophe- 
cies of  Daniel,  and  some  portions  of  other  Old  Testament  proph- 
ecies, the  Predictions  of  Christ,  Peter,  Paul,  and  John  in  the 
Revelation;  the  Doctrine  of  the  Second  Coming  of  Christ, 
the  close  of  this  Dispensation,  the  Signs  of  the  Times,  computa- 
tion of  the  Prophetic  Periods,  the  Future  Inheritance  of  the 
Saints,  and  similar  themes;  he  Vindication  of  God's  Dealings 
with  his  Creatures,  Man's  Relation  to  God  and  his  Fellow-men, 
God's  Law  and  its  Requirements,  the  Sabbath,  Sunday-keeping, 
its  Origin  and  History,  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  the  Scheme  of  Re- 
demption, the  Sanctuary,  the  Constitution  of  Man,  his  condi- 
tion in  life  and  death,  the  Immortality  of  the  Soul,  the  Judg- 
ment, and  the  final  Destiny  of  the  Wicked. 

The  aim  will  be  to  lead  the  student  to  a  familiarity  with  the 
Bible  before  all  other  writings,  making  use  of  the  latter  only  as 
they  may  be  helps  to  an  understanding  of  the  former. 

The  lectures  will  be  given  at  an  hour  in  the  day  when  no 
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other  departments  are  in  session,  so  that  to  whatever  other  de- 
partments a  student  may  belong,  he  can  attend  the  Biblical  Lect- 
ures without  interfering  with  his  other  work.

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Objects  of  the  School, 

In  order  to  provide  a  means  for  those  who  desire  to  obtain 
accurate  and  scientific  information  on  all  subjects  pertaining  to 
the  preservation  of  health,  together  with  a  fundamental  knowl- 
edge of  anatomy  and  physiology,  and  a  practical  acquaintance 
with  the  nature  and  ordinary  treatment  of  common  diseases,  the 
physicians  of  the  Sanitarium  of  this  place  organized,  in  the  fall  of 
1877,  a  School  of  Hygiene.  The  school  does  not  profess  to  be  a 
medical  college,  nevertheless  the  course  of  instruction  will  include 
all  the  branches  taught  in  schools  of  that  character,  and  will  afford 
an  admirable  opportunity  for  preliminary  training  for  those  who 
wish  to  take  a  regular  medical  course ;  and  for  those  who  do  not 
wish  to  take  a  regular  course  of  medical  study,  but  still  wish  to 
become  intelligent  on  the  subject,  it  will  afford  a  most  excellent 
opportunity  for  securing  the  desired  information.  Instruction 
will  be  given  in  the  form  of  lectures,  with  class  reviews  and  reci- 
tations. 

Course   of  Study. 

The  Course  of  Study  will  include  the  following  subjects,  to- 
gether with  many  collateral  subjects  of  practical  interest: — 

Human  and  Elementary  Comparative  Anatomy  and  Physi- 
ology ;  Hygiene,  including  a  very  thorough  consideration  of  such 
practical  subjects  as  Ventilation,  Heating,  Dietetics,  Clothing, 
Exercise,  and  Mental  and  Physical  Development ;  Disease,  its  na- 
ture, causes,  and  true  principles  of  treatment ;  Individual  Diseases, 
their  description  and  ordinary  treatment;  The  Use  of  the  Ther- 
mometer, Stethescope,  Stomach-Pump,  Syringe,  and  other  com- 
mon instruments  used  in  diagnosis  and  treatment ;  What  to  Do  in 
Emergencies  Requiring  Medical  or  Surgical  Aid ;  Practical  In- 
struction in  the  Use  of  Electricity,  Swedish  Movements,  all  kinds 
of  Hydropathic  Processes  and  all  other  Hygienic  Agencies ;  Cal- 
isthenics ;  Practical  Instruction  in  Nursing,  at  the  Bedside ; 
Chemistry  and  Physics,  comprising  the  nature  of  matter  and  its 
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general  laws,  organization  of  matter,  relations  of  dead  and  living 
matter,  the  Principles  of  Theoretical  Chemistry  and  Chemical 
Nomenclature,  detection  of  adulteration  in  foods,  and  of  organic 
matter,  lead,  lime,  and  other  poisons  in  drinking-water,  tests  for 
common  poisons,  antidotes  and  treatment  for  cases  of  Poisoning ; 
Analysis  of  Urine ;  together  with  a  hundred  other  interesting  and 
practical  subjects. 

The  course  of  instruction  includes  the  courses  described  in 
this  Catalogue  under  Physiology  and  Chemistry. 

Microscopy. 

Special  instruction  will  be  given  to  those  who  desire  in  the 
use  of  this  most  interesting  of  instruments.  Instruction  in  this 
branch  will  be  greatly  facilitated  by  means  of  a  large  collection  of 
prepared  specimens  illustrative  of  the  principles  of  microscopy 
and  of  minute  anatomy. 

Mode  of  Instruction. 

Instruction  is  given  in  the  form  of  familiar  lectures  illustrated 
by  numerous  experiments,  charts,  black-board  drawings,  etc.,  by 
which  means  subjects  usually  considered  dry  and  uninteresting  are 
rendered  attractive  and  even  fascinating. 

Facilities. 

In  addition  to  an  extensive  supply  of  illustrative  materials, 
many  special  advantages  will  be  enjoyed  by  students  taking  a 
course  of  study  in  this  school,  prominent  among  which  may  be 
mentioned, — 

i.  Excellent  class  and  lodging  rooms,  special  arrangements 
having  been  made  for  the  purpose  in  the  new  buildings  of  the 
Sanitarium. 

2.  The  use  of  a  good  chemical  and  philosophical  laboratory 
afforded  by  the  connection  of  the  school  with  Battle  Creek  Col- 
lege. 

3.  An  opportunity  for  practical  work  in  all  departments  of 
sanitary  science. 

4.  The  use  of  a  fine  microscope  with  several  hundred  care- 
fully prepared  specimens  in  the  study  of  the  various  tissues  of  the 
body  in  health  and  disease,  the  examination  of  foods,  etc. 
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5.  Certificates  of  study  and  proficiency  will  be  given  to 
those  deserving  of  them,  which  will  be  recognized  in  any  medical 
college  in  America  if  the  student  wishes  to  pursue  a  medical 
course. 

6.  Those  who  wish  to  do  so  can  pursue  the  study  of  other 
branches,  as  elocution,  music,  book-keeping,  or  any  of  the  lan- 
guages or  sciences,,  while  attending  the  School  of  Hygiene,  unex- 
celled facilities  being  afforded  for  those  studies  at  Battle  Creek 
College,  which  is  located  just  across  the  street  from  the  Sanitarium 
buildings.

The  Collegiate,  Normal,  Biblical,  and  Hygienic  Departments 
of  instruction,  though  not  wholly  distinct  from  one  another,  form 
the  basis  of  a  general  classification  of  the  students. 

Courses  of  Instruction. 

It  is  the  earnest  desire  of  the  Trustees  and  Faculty  of  Battle 
Creek  College,  to  arrange  the  studies  and  the  teaching  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  meet  the  practical  wants  of  a  large  majority  of  those 
who  wish  to  extend  their  study  over  a  period  of  years  in  this 
School.  There  is  a  class  of  students  who  desire  a  comprehensive 
knowledge  of  the  Latin  and  Greek  Languages  and  Classics,  as  well 
as  a  familiarity  with  the  Natural  Sciences.  Still  another,  much 
larger  class,  from  circumstances  or  other  reasons,  do  not  desire  to 
study  the  foreign  languages,  but  to  apply  themselves  wholly  to  the 
Sciences.  Many  wish  to  pursue  a  course  of  study  and  training 
that  is  especially  adapted  to  fit  them  for  teaching  in  our  Public 
Schools.  After  the  most  careful  consideration,  therefore,  several 
different  Courses  of  study  have  been  prepared  for  the  purpose  of 
meeting  these  desires.

In  the  Collegiate  Department  are  pursued  those  brancnes 
usually  taught  in  Colleges  and  Universities, — the  Modern  and  the 
Ancient  Languages,  Physical  Sciences,  and  Mathematics.  For 
the  accommodation  of  all  who  desire  a  collegiate  education,  but 
who,  from  circumstances,  tastes,  or  prospects  in  life,  do  not  feel 
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warranted  in  devoting  so  much  time  to  language,  etc.,  two  Courses 
are  arranged;  viz.,  Classical  and  English. 

Each  of  these  has  a  preparatory  course  of  two  years.  All 
students  desiring  to  enter  upon  the  College  Course  proper  must 
first  sustain  a  satisfactory  examination  upon  the  studies  of  the 
preparatory  course. 

Remarks  on  Classical  Course. 

This  Course  occupies  six  years,  two  preparatory  and  four  col- 
legiate. Candidates  for  it  must  possess  a  good  understanding  of 
English  Grammar,  Geography,  and  the  Principles  of  Arithmetic. 
A  thorough  examination  must  be  sustained  in  these  branches  be- 
fore entering  on  the  studies  embraced  in  this  course.  This  differs 
from  the  others,  which  follow,  chiefly  in  respect  to  the  require- 
ments in  the  Latin  and  Greek  languages.  The  Latin  extends  over 
fourteen  Terms,  and  requires  the  study  of  seven  classic  authors. 
The  Greek  embraces  twelve  terms'  work  and  four  authors.  The 
claims  of  these  studies,  in  a  liberal  system  of  education,  are 
recognized  in  all  our  High  Schools  and  Colleges.  To  those  who 
design  to  occupy  leading  positions  as  teachers  in  our  schools,  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  these  branches  of  study  is  indispensable.

This  Department  is  designed  for  the  preparation  of  teachers 
to  instruct  in  our  District,  Grammar,  and  High  Schools.  Its  aim 
is  to  give  its  students  a  healthful  mental  discipline ;   to  render 
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them  studious,  methodical,  independent,  progressive ;  to  inculcate 
such  principles  of  morality  as  will  make  them  self-governing,  no- 
ble-minded men  and  women;  and  to  impart  such  professional 
knowledge  as  will  fit  them  to  become  successful  teachers. 

The  higher  culture  of  teachers  is  the  great  demand  of  the 
present  age.  That  an  individual  who  undertakes  any  work  ought 
to  be  thoroughly  qualified  for  it,  is  a  proposition  no  one  will  deny 
in  theory,  however  much  he  may  ignore  it  in  practice.  The  ne- 
cessity of  sufficient  preparation  is  admitted  and  provided  for  in  all 
ordinary  pursuits.  Every  trade  has  its  period  of  apprenticeship. 
Every  profession  has  its  full  allowance  of  time  for  study,  both  of 
a  general  character  and  of  a  specific  bearing  on  the  profession 
selected. 

Doctors  of  Medicine,  who  have  charge  simply  of  the  diseased 
body  for  a  while,  to  strengthen  and  build  it  up,  are  pronounced 
quacks,  unless  they  have  received  a  thorough  education  with  direct 
bearing  upon  their  profession.  Far  worse  than  quacks  are  those 
persons  who,  expecting  to  make  teaching  a  business,  still  put  forth 
little  effort  in  preparation,  and  enter  their  labors  poorly  prepared. 
Teachers  who  have  the  responsibility  of  leading  out  mind  to  pre- 
pare it  to  stand  upon  its  own  merits,  must  themselves  possess 
merit  in  mind,  morals,  and  education  in  no  ordinary  degree.

Remarks  on  Special  Course. 


This  course  embraces  three  years.  It  has  been  arranged  with 
special  reference  to  the  necessities  of  those  who  ought  to  spend 
some  time  in  study  before  entering  a  field  of  missionary  labor, 
and  yet,  from  urgent  circumstances,  are  not  permitted  to  pursue 
an  extended  course  for  mental  culture,  but  must  be  content  with 
what  the  practical  necessities  of  their  labor  would  demand.  The 
experience  of  all  who  have  been  called  to  labor  in  such  capacity- 
has  led  them  to  prize  more  highly  than  ever  before  a  thoroughness 
in  English  Grammar,  History,  and  Elocution ;  in  short,  a  com- 
plete mastery  of  the  English  language.  It  would  be  folly  to  at- 
tempt to  realize  a  complete  mastery  of  all  these  branches  in  so 
short  a  time,  but  thoroughness  in  the  general  and  practical  prin- 
ciples  of  the  same  may  be  acquired  in  a  more  limited   period. 
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We  would,  therefore,  urge  this  Course  upon  any  one  who  would 
enter  the  missionary  work,  and  who  deems  it  impracticable  to 
take  a  more  extended  one. 

One  more  year  has  been  added  to  this  Course  with  the  hope 
of  encouraging  a  greater  number  of  those  entering  upon  it  to  con- 
tinue their  studies  to  such  an  extent  as  to  enable  them  to  obtain 
some  knowledge  of  Physiology  or  Chemistry,  Geology  and  Greek, 
which  is  very  important  to  the  student  of  the  Bible.

DEPARTMENTS  MORE  FULLY  DESCRIBED. 


HISTORY. 

Historical  study  has  been  crowded  aside  in  many  of  our 
schools,  by  the  various  branches  of  science  and  language,  and,  as 
a  consequence,  the  majority  of  our  students  and  citizens  are 
grossly  ignorant  of  the  most  distinguished  characters  and  facts  of 
general  history.  A  special  effort  will  be  made  to  make  this  branch 
of  school  work,  not  only  interesting,  but  of  such  a  character  in 
quality,  quantity,  and  methods  of  acquiring,  that  it  will  be  within 
the  reach  of  a  large  body  of  our  students.  In  brief,  the  course  will 
be  practicable  and  profitable.  It  is  designed  to  furnish  the  stu- 
dent, by  means  of  lectures,  as  well  as  by  text-books,  an  intimate 
acquaintance  with  clusters  of  facts  and  experiences,  of  which  dis- 
tinguished men  and  important  events  form  the  nucleus.  The 
thousands  of  details  which  the  mind  would  sift  out  in  a  few 
months,  and  which  are  of  little  consequence  to  the  general  student, 
must  be  omitted  in  this  course,  to  give  place  to  a  close  study  of 
men,  events,  and  political  institutions,  which  give  soul  and  char- 
acter to  the  nation.  The  course  will  extend  through  three  years, 
with  from  one  to  five  recitations  per  week. 

During  the  first  year,  a  skeleton  outline  of  universal  history 
will  be  studied  by  means  of  diagrams  and  references  to  text-books. 
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During  the  second  year,  Mediaeval  and  Modern  history  will 
be  studied,  beginning  with  the  fall  of  the  Western  Empire,  476  a.  d. 

During  the  third  year,  a  topical  study  of  the  history  of  Greece 
and  Rome,  from  their  foundation  to  their  decline  and  fall,  will 
be  pursued. 

The  student  who  cannot  find  it  practicable  to  complete  this 
course,  may  select  from  it  just  such  portions  as  are  best  suited  to 
his  accommodation. 


LATIN    LANGUAGE  AND    LITERATURE. 

FIRST  YEAR. 

Fall  Term. — During  this  term,  Jones'  First  Latin  Lessons  is  pursued  as  far 
as  page  74. 

Winter  Term. — Jones'  First  Lessons,  continued  to  page  118.  A  variety  of 
sentences  will  be  dictated,  to  fix  in  the  mind  the  grammatical  princi- 
ples of  the  language  rather  than  to  teach  style  of  composition. 

Spring-  Term. — The  work  of  this  term  will  be  the  first  forty  chapters  of 
Caesar,  in  connection  with  Jones'  First  Lessons  completed.  In  this  in- 
troduction to  Caesar,  his  style  will  be  closely  studied  as  a  model  of  sim- 
plicity, and  it  will  form  a  basis  of  comparison  in  the  study  of  the  more 
elaborate  styles  of  Cicero  and  others  in  the  succeeding  part  of  the 
Course. 

SECOND  YEAR. 

Fall  Term. — Four  Books  of  Caesar  finished,  and  Harkness'  Latin  Composi- 
tion to  page  60. 

Winter  Term. — Cicero's  first  two  Orations  against  Catiline,  and  Latin 
Prose  to  page  100.  The  style  of  Cicero  will  be  a  subject  of  close  and 
patient  study  during  the  work  of  this  term.  Much  work  in  translation, 
in  imitation  of  the  Ciceronian  style,  will  be  done  by  the  student  here. 

Spring"  Term. — Five  of  Cicero's  Orations  completed,  and  Latin  Composi- 
tion to  page  140.  During  this  term  there  will  be  frequent  exercises  in 
committing  to  memory  portions  of  the  text. 

THIRD  YEAR. 

Fall  Term. — iEneid— First  Book,  and  Latin  Composition  to  page  180. 
Prosody  will  receive  close  attention  during  this  term,  and  will,  in  a 
measure,  supersede  the  work  in  Prose  and  Grammatical  construction.

220.  Facility  of  translation  and  an  increased  knowledge  of  the  Latin 
vocabulary  will  be  especially  aimed  at  during  this  term. 
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Spring  Term. — ^Eneid  to  Book  VII. ,  and  Harkness'  Latin  Composition 
completed.

PHYSIOLOGY. 

Instruction  in  this  branch  is  imparted  in  the  form  of  lectures, 
which  occupy  about  one-half  of  each  Class  Session.  The  remain- 
ing portion  of  the  hour  is  spent  in  reviewing  students  upon  the 
subjects  of  preceding  lessons.  Each  student  is  required  to  take 
notes  of  the  lectures,  and  to  present  a  carefully  prepared  report  of 
the  same  as  a  part  of  his  term  examination.  Each  lecture  is 
amply  illustrated  by  charts,  drawings,  models,  and  experiments. 
The  daily  use  of  the  microscope  adds  greatly  to  the  interest  of  the 
subject,  and  gives  the  student  a  degree  of  familiarity  with  living 
tissues  and  vital  processes  which  cannot  be  attained  in  any  other 
way.  A  powerful  microscope  and  a  choice  collection  of  speci- 
mens give  unusual  facilities  for  securing  the  full  advantages  of  mi- 
croscopic illustration.  The  magic  lantern,  with  the  calcium  light, 
is  also  made  available  for  purposes  of  illustration. 

The  course  of  instruction  is  made  thoroughly  systematic,  and 
especial  attention  is  given  to  the  subject  of  hygiene.  The  course 
extends  through  the  Fall  and  Winter  Terms.  The  subjects  com- 
pleted in  the  Fall  Term  embrace 

Histology. 

General  Principles  of  Physiology. 

Anatomy,  Physiology,  and  Hygiene  of  the  Bones. 

Anatomy,  Physiology,  and  Hygiene  of  the  Muscles.

CHEMISTRY. 

The  study  of  Chemistry  is  pursued  with  a  text -bo  ok,  in  con- 
nection with  supplementary  lectures.  General  practical  utility  is 
kept  in  view  as  the  proper  object  of  study,  and  hence  especial  at- 
tention is  given  to  subjects  of  a  practical  character,  as  the  Chem- 
ical Effects  of  Light,  the  Chemistry  of  the  Atmosphere,  of  Water, 
and  of  Food.  A  well-equipped  laboratory  affords  ample  opportu- 
nity for  illustrative  experimentation. 

This  study  is  pursued  during  Fall  and  Winter  Terms  only. 
During  the  Fall  Term,  especial  attention  is  devoted  to  the 

General  Theories  of  Chemistry. 
Chemical  Nomenclature. 
Chemical  Notation. 
Inorganic  Chemistry. 

During  the  Winter  Term,  the  subjects  studied  are

Review  of  Chemical  Theories. 

Barker's,  Roscoe's,  Hooker's,  and  Youman's  Works  on 
Chemistry  are  preferred  as  text-books. 


VOCAL  MUSIC. 

Lessons  in  Vocal  Music  are  given  daily.  The  pupils  will  be 
required  to  become  familiar  with  all  musical  characters,  the  differ- 
ent intervals,  the  major,  minor,  and  chromatic  scales. 

The  design  of  these  lessons  is  not  only  to  enable  the  student 
to  sing  readily  and  correctly  by  note,  but  also  to  develop  a  pure 
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taste  and  a  love  for  good  music.  These  lessons  will  be  taken  from 
Mason's  Series  of  Music  Charts,  160  in  number,  and  from  a  graded 
course  of  Music  Readers,  prepared  by  several  of  the  masters  of  this 
art. 


ASTRONOMY. 


Instruction  in  Astronomy  extends  through  the  Winter  and 
the  Spring  Term.  Three  lectures  per  week  upon  the  following 
topics  form  a  familiar  introduction  to  the  subject : — 

Winter  Term. — Brief  history  of  the  Science  ;  The  various  schemes  of  the 
Universe  promulgated  in  different  ages  ;  Form  and  Rotation  of  the 
Earth  ;  Day  and  Night  ;  Change  of  Seasons  ;  The  Moon  ;  The  Sun  ; 
Eclipses  ;  Gravitation  ;  Tides  ;  The  Planets  :  their  motions. 

Spring  Term. — Shape  of  the  earth  as  shown  by  the  pendulum  ;  Precession 
of  Equinoxes  and  consequent  motion  of  the  Poles  ;  Nutation  ;  Methods 
of  determining  Longitude  by  the  chronometer,  by  eclipses,  by  tele- 
graph ;  Change  of  days  in  going  around  the  Earth  ;  Elements  of  a 
planetary  orbit,  and  the  method  of  finding  them  ;  Perturbations  of  the 
Planets  ;  Aberration  of  Light  ,  Fixed  Stars  ;  Comets  ;  Shooting  Stars. 

The  calcium  light,  in  connection  with  the  magic  lantern  and 
screen,  will  be  frequently  employed  to  illustrate  the  lectures.  A 
number  of  colored  slides,  and  photographs  on  glass,  have  been 
procured  to  use  with  the  lantern. 


ELEMENTS  OF  PHYSICS. 

This  subject  is  pursued  during  the  whole  of  the  third  year. 
A  text-book  is  supplemented  by  lectures.  The  topics  are  in  the 
following  order: — 

Fall  Term. — Substance  :  its  properties,  general,  and  specific  ;  molecules, 
atoms.  Force :  attractive  and  repellant  :  motions.  Measurements : 
those  which  depend  upon  arbitrary  linear  units,  as  simple  distance, 
surface,  and  capacity  ;  those  dependent  upon  arbitrary  units  of  weight, 
as  the  gramme,  the  Troy  and  the  avoirdupois  pound.  Specific  gravity  : 
the  relation  of  the  weight  and  bulk  of  substances.  Measure  of  elasticity 
in  solids  and  fluids  ;  of  tension  and  flexure  and  tenacity  of  solids. 
Gravity  :  studied  by  means  of  the  pendulum.  Laws  of  falling  bodies 
verified  by  experiment.  Mechanical  Powers.  The  Mechanics  of 
Liquids. 
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Winter  Term. — The  Mechanics  of  aeriform  fluids.     Undulations,  Acoustics 

— Musical  sounds.      Optics. 
Spring'  Term. — Pyronomics  and  Electricity. 


BOOK-KEEPING. 

A  class  in  Book-keeping  will  be  formed  at  the  beginning  of 
the  Winter  Term,  and  will  continue  the  study  through  the  Spring 
Teim.  This  course  will  familiarize  the  student  with  the  three 
forms  of  Single  Entry,  and  the  most  approved  form  of  Double 
Entry.  Great  care  is  taken  to  insure  accuracy,  neatness,  and  a 
habit  of  careful  discrimination. 

The  Course,  if  faithfully  pursued,  will  qualify  the  student  to 
take  charge  of  any  set  of  books  commonly  kept  by  our  wholesale 
or  retail  business  men  or  manufacturers. 

Lectures  on  the  principles  and  morals  of  business  will  be  given 
during  the  Winter  Term.

Drawing  is 
taught,  not  as  a  mere  accomplishment,  but  with  the  aim  to  make

it  of  educational  and  practical  value  to  all  who  take  the  study. 
The  benefit  of  this  exercise  is  very  apparent  also  in  the  more  rapid 
improvement  in  penmanship  made  by  those  who  are  in  both 
classes.  This  exercise  trains  the  hand  to  greater  freedom  and  ac- 
curacy of  movement,  and  causes  it  to  obey  the  will  more  per- 
fectly as  regards  direction,  quality,  shading  of  lines,  etc. 


PHONOGRAPHY. 

Instruction  in  Phonography  will  be  given  by  Prof.  Smith, 
when  a  sufficient  number  desiring  it  renders  it  advisable.  A  rare 
opportunity  will  thus  be  presented  to  learn  to  take  notes  rapidly 
and  briefly ;  it  cultivates  also  exactness  in  long-hand  writing,  and 
a  critical  taste  in  general.
